Claims 1,2, 10, 13 and 14 have been reexamined. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 10, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Pajak et al. (US 2003/0145286 Al), hereinafter Pajak. 
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As per claim 1 (Currently Amended), Pajak discloses a process of abstracting file paths 
for a plurality of design files in a computer readable language comprising steps of (e.g. FIG. 1 
and related text): 

a) inputting at least one description file defining file located on a system, wherein the 
description file defines t he design files in a first environment (see at least paragraph [0035] ". . . 
files may include, for example a circuit description. . ." and e.g. Fig. 4, 202 workspace input file 
and related text); 

b) parsing a directory structure on the system to locate the description file to identify file 
paths to the description file and each of the design files (paragraph [0091] "... parses the input 
file . . . grouped directories and make files . . . ." and paragraph [0122]"... create corresponding 
directories ..." and Fig. 7 and related text); and 

c) generating an index correlating each description file and its respective file path for the 
first environment (see at least paragraph [0109] "... generated individually. . . netlist . .."), 

d) constructing a list containing design file names and respective full file paths for each 
of the design files in the first environment (paragraph [0122] "... name for each of 
predetermined design files and libraries and a corresponding path . . .") , wherein the respective 
full file paths are constructed by concatenating the file path of the description file that is 
identified in the index to the file path of the design file that is defined by the description file 
(paragraph [0122] "... the location of its concatenated netlist as well . . ."); and 

e) accessing at least one of the design files within the first environment b y a design tool 
in a second environment through the respective full file path to the design file in the first 
environment, which was produced by concatenating in step d) (see at least paragraph [0081] "... 
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directories and files are provided . . . path which resides within the directory. . ." and [0082] ". . . 
utility also enters the relative path links into the process. . ." and [0122] "... repository generator 
uses this information to create corresponding directories. . ." and e.g. Fig. 10 and related text)^ 

As per claim 2, Pajak discloses the process of claim 1, wherein step (b) comprises: 
bl) defining a directory of description files defining file paths in the first environment 

(paragraph [0122] "... name for each of predetermined design files and libraries and a 

corresponding path . . ."), and 

b2) parsing the directory (see at least paragraph [0112] "... parses workspace 

configuration file. . .")■ 

As per claim 10 (Currently Amended), this is the process for applying a design file 
version of the claimed process discussed above (Claim 1 ), wherein all claim limitations have 
been addressed and/or covered in cited areas as set forth above. Thus, accordingly, these claims 
are also anticipated by Pajak. 

As per claim 13 (Currently Amended), this is the process for applying a design file 
version of the claimed process discussed above (Claim 1), wherein all claim limitations have 
been addressed and/or covered in cited areas as set forth above. Thus, accordingly, these claims 
are also anticipated by Pajak. 

As per claim 14 (Currently Amended), this is the computer usable medium version of the 
claimed process discussed above (Claim 2), wherein all claim limitations have been addressed 
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and/or covered in cited areas as set forth above. Thus, accordingly, these claims are also 
anticipated by Pajak.

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,2, 10, 13 and 14 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. See Pajak, new art made of record.
